ern working claxs for better food, 
better houses, sufficient sleep, 
more leisure, more education and 
mori* culture. 

Under the present system society 
is rapidly dividing into two clashes 
—the rich and the poor, the capital¬ 
ist clous and the proletariat. The 
one toil* without eitfoyiOg, the 
other enjoys without toiling. 

The wage earners of the cities 
and the farmers are the principal 
producers of this country. Under 
our present economic system both 
are exploited for the benefit of the 
capitalist class, the laborer on the 
xalc of hi* labor power and the 
fanner on the *a!e of his products. 
Both arc again exploited in 'the 
purchase of practically all the ne¬ 
cessities of life. 

The final aim of the Social-Dem¬ 
ocratic party is the rmanrination of 
the producers and the abolition of 
the capitalist:c system. For that 
purp< sc wc organize the producing 
cbssi • in city and country into a 
political partv to take control of 
the powers of government. 

The mbst characteristic expres¬ 
sion of the present economic sys¬ 
tem is the trust and the monopoly. 

Electricity, steam and many 
modern inventions have struck the 
death blow at manufacturing on a 
-small scale. Compctsticm ha* wiped 
out competition. Manufacturing on 
a large scale makes monopoly an 
inevitable condition. Th** trust and 
the monopoly are here, whether we 
wish it or not The only question 
is whether they shall be public or 
private monopolies. 

Monopolies—What Kind? 

Private monopoly is a curse to 
the natbm. Thu* we see the coal 
trust making untold million* out of 
the suffering of the poor: the oil 
trust piling up the greatest fortune 
the world h;i* ever seen upon the 
ruin of innumerable small dealers, 
tad in defiance of all law*, and 
courts of justice: the meat trust 
sending thousands of unsuspecting 
human being* to an earlv grave bv 
selling deceases meat, simply to 
make dividends and heap up mill¬ 
ions. Similar statement* could be 
proven against all tbc other trust*. 

The trust* have proved that now¬ 
aday* a small number of capitalist* 
have it in their power to decide 
how much meat and how much 
bread we shall eat: how much we 
shall spend for c*al and how much 
for *«il: how nicely or bow poorlv 
we shall be clothed and boused: 
what kind of furniture we are per¬ 
muted to use: and in what kind of 
a coffin buried. Thev 

can «k» this by hxmg the price of 
everything. Tn short, the trusts de¬ 
cide how well or bow iU. bow long 
or b*iW short a time we *hall live. 

The pobey of "regulation*’ has 
faded.
